GAIN a jury has decided that the late Amos
F. Eno was insane when he left only half of
his $13,000,000 estate to his heirs and devoted the
other hali to public benefactions.

Again appeal will be taken to the Appellate Divi-
slon of the Supreme Court which set aside the
verdict of a first jury and held Hhial, though eccentric,
Mr. Eno was capable of making a will.

VASION, (emporization, side-stepping,’ self-
deception are all that can be found in Presi-
dent Harding’s fimally forthcoming slatement on
the proposed soldiers’ bonus.

The President admits it is nol feasible o raise
the money for a bonus by issuing either short-time
Treasury notes or long-time bonds. He timidly
suggests that “it would be a prudent plan to await
developments” and that a postponement of the
bonus would show “no lick of regard for the ser-
vice men." He hints at (he difficulty of, providing
any present bonus without any “such injury to the
country as will nullify the benefits to the ex-sarvice
men themselves which this expression of gratitude
is designed to Dbestow."”

But if a2 bonus must bz, and be now, the Presi-
dent professes 1o believe:

“The American people will acoept the levy
of a general sales tax to meet the proposed
honus payments, and we should contribute
thereby no added difficnities to the prob-
lems of readjustment

If the President thinks clinging to that belief wil]
get him out of the mess, he s deceiving no one
but himself.

A sales fax in place of other existing taxes, a
sales tax withoul the prospect of an upward tarif(
revision that will ruise commodity prices, a sales
tax thal did not present itself as 4 new lax super.
imposed upon other ftaxes might be a different
matier.

But a present sitles tax plus the pyramided prices
that profiteers would build on it could only pile
additional burdens upon classes of consumers who
can least stand more burdens.

It would do exactly what the President fies to
make himself think it would not do. It wounld
“commit the Government [0 class imposition of
taxes.” And the class that would sufier most is the
class to which mosl of the soldiers and their fami-
lies belong.

Secrelary Mellon wias more honest with himsedl.
He said: Find some broad class of commadity on
which reasonable faxes would not be too greal o
burden.

Such a clus of commaodity is ready 1o hand in
the shape of legalized light wines and beer.

But neither Secretary Mellon nor President Far-
ding dared brave the anger of the Anti-Saloon
League by making this straightforward suggestion.

The President has not the courage to say boldly
and firmly that the country camnol and should no
pay a soldier bonus at this time.

So he flops back on the sales lux whicn even
Congress has fought shy of and which would pul
the heaviest part of the bonus load on those neat-
esl to the soldier and on the soldier himsels.

The report of the Royal Commin-
sion on the Rebelllon In Ireland on
